'I'hf saiiu- care to have statrtiunts and snlutioiu can ■ 
fully. ( h arly and n<aliy madi' sliould \ir lontiniu d and 
einphasi/.cd. The scope should Ix- incn-.isi d. luit c.in- 
taken not to |{o too fast. Much oral work in unit .ma 
lyaia should be given during these years, the object be- 
tag lo make it easy (or the child to deafly and rapidly 
grasp the cooditioas of a problem and reaaoa through 
to the required result. Many simple problena like the 
(ol lowing are good ta aaa !• Maomliab thia result: 
Willie got .H*l cts. for S dos. eggs. How ntKh would 
he have rcciivt d if h< had taken 5 <io7. to the store. 

The children in the third year of school, second 
reader grade, should be able to give the following solu 
lion with the grcateat eaaa : "If 8 doz. eggs sold lor SO 
eta. wad one doe. wotild sell for 1-8 of SiS cts., or 12 
cts., and Ti dn.' would sell for 5 times 12 cts., or 00 cts. 
So, if 8 do/ < KCs sell for SO cts., 6 doz. will sell for 00 
cts. " Tht written Mataasaat of laclt a pt a bl a t iboald 
be as follows : 

1. 1-t of n eta. 12 ctt., p<fe« of 1 dm. aggs.

This solution ia all that should be put on the board or 
paper, for if SMta ba written down too little thought 
will be requirad. Tlus priadple will liokl ia all arith- 
metic work. 

With thf avrrapc s, hoed it may b" that this work 
'-annot be ilonc by third-year children, but each teacher 
should teach his tirst and secoad-jaar chikhrea ao that 
tbcy can do it their third year. 

An of tb« work tbas far tbetdd be without a text 
book, sn much if not all of this foundation work will 
(lt |H'nd upon the teacher. The ease an<l value of the 
work may bo greatly increasiil by ri'tiiemberiiig "little 
in ipiantity, much in quality." Never lose sight oi the 
liu:t that in ea^ lesson yea are laaking or vanriag 
c)Muract«r. 

Tbe fetirth year a book may well be used, but do 
not think that the responsibility can be shifted to it The 
book only gives ]>roblems and a few facts. The teacher 

must ti ach. This year must be sp< nt on the same sub 
jects, only Koin|{ .'crper. and cioing better work tli.-»ii 
l>efore. Do not be ilrasvn info anything but the smipl 
est comi>ound ru,;i)bers, ar^d so l.ir as possible, use 
weights, measuies, etc.. »<o ilhistiiUe your teaching. 
Drill lor rapidity in all operations, especially addition 
aad maltiplicatioB. . 

Never weary of oral analysis. Make fresh prob- 
lems "out of your Iwad" which admit simple and clear 
solution, e. ^. ThVre are ir> boy-' in school today. If 
2-3 ol them go hofce for diniit i, how m iny will stayi* 
At the end of this term the childn n should be able to 
write any numb^ and solve with ease problems involv- 
ing addition, > subtraction, multiplication, division, 
simple fractioMs and simple oonpound nambera, orally 
and in writ^tg. And of cowrae whaa i tav "aolva" I 
moan give ji clear analysis and explanation, MT no prob- 
letn is solvW without both. 

The fifth year, fourth reader i;rade, shonhl devote 
tho whole six months to lai tors, i:ichuling simple divi- 
sors anil multiples, common fractions and compound 
number::. Increase, if possible, the care given to ana- 
lysis and form, both oral and written, and giva a large 
numbar ol simple problems. Omit tha more difficult 
prablams in inch a book aa Ray, and supplement the 
work by many prbblema, not too difficolt "boaM auda" 
or taken from some other book. 

The sixth year should give strong work in common 
fractions, decimal fractions, and percentage, while the 
years which follow should take up tba pfO p ef tki a, 
square and cube root and mensuration. 

The grades, as I have spoken of tham, cSaaot 
always be clearly distinguished, but tha work can ba 
given in tha ordar I kava ptacad it if it doaa covar more 
yaanof work. 

For more extended work in tha advaaead nadaa 
we will pass to another phasa of the Md»jaet, Uiat of 
methods and forms.

During tho ni^ht tho rebels fell 
back, mid early the 2'.'ll! (.lu di\ iwioii 
iiuiveii over tlie crc<-k, ;ind tlieiiee : 
through farms, mi'<'liiiK im ojipn 
sition eicept very tall e«><l,ir rail ! 
fenoea. We oould hear h«avy Hkir ' 
mkdiing on tbe Franklin rood. At 
■unaet «ve haUsd aear Stone River, 
within two milaa of Mtofreeaboro, 
where our engfaean aad meebanioa 
were in sharp akinniah with rebel 
Hharpahooters. The former were try 
ing to oonntruot a bridge over \\» 
river near the Nashville I'ike. The 
division formed line of battle in HUp 
porting diHtunceof thi' pickets, who 
became ijuiet as darkncHH spread her 
aable curtain over tbe earth. We 
lay on our arma, ready for any night 
attaek. Tha ban earlh Ui Ihe Iram- 
pled-down ooraBeld waa wel and odd, 
and but few men oould feel eoaifort- 
able enough to aleep. 

1 he Hoth day of DeoemlH-r, isnj. 
nanHetl without a general engiigeiiieut. 
Both ariuit« appeared to feeling 
around with their akirmishets. Oc- 
casionally a aharp rattle of nuieketry 
would ring otil limmgh, Ihe cedars, 
caused by our tinea erowding their 
pickets, (fqwcially in tin ifternoon. 
As the atllioHphere lie;ivy with 

consideiabie fot; and misty rain, 
the pickets on our right ran against 
thiw of tbe enemy, and a sharp bat- 
tle for half an hour witH the result. 
Then darkneaa again covered Ihe 
1 two armies that now lay here eon- 
fronting each olhar, only awaMng 
' the light of day lo eaaMe Ihem to 
engagn in a oonfliet of aftns, that 
was destiiKHi to have groat influence 
in dei-idiiig the future destiny of 
of this great, free governnieiit, 

( )ur division, after dark, formed 
oi^luiuu by division, and lay again 
in tbe open field. The rain ceafle<l, 
and the wind ahifled around from a 
cold qiMurlor, makiag ua feel sadly 
the awd of a Uankel, bul no oom- 
plainls were made by anyone. Each 
man received sixty rounds of freflh 
rartrid>»es, and laid down, o\p«>oting 
to eiigiige iu bloody work as soon as 
iiioriiiiig should Hpp<>ar. 

In order that the reader may bet- 
ter ondai aland aubaequent events in 
thia battle, w« wiU chre Ibe order in 
whieh oar army of 47,000 waa placed. 
The Uakn line of biMe extended in 
the fom of an are. The left of our 
division restetl at a ford •'!! Stone 
Hiver, ouo mile west of the Nashville 
Railroad, ami was the left of the 
line. The right wing lay near the 
Franklin Pike, and was oomponed of 
MoCook'a oorpa-JohnMMi'B, Sheri 
du'% aad Dans' dhriaiona. General 
nomM* oorpo oeeupied Ibe eealer, 
and oooaialed of Negley'a and Roaa 
seau's divlsioaa, while General T. L. 
Crittenden's corps, ooinpased of 
Woods', i'uliner's and VanOlava'a di- 
visions, formeil the left. 

About daylight, tbe last day of Ibe 
year 1802, our brigade, now under 
command of Colooel Price, of the 
Twenty-first Kentucky, was ordered, 
and double quickeil to the above 
iiHinis] foril on our left. We waded 
tho river, waist de<'p. the water lie 
ing cold eiioii(,;h to nmki' one oatoh 
bis breath as it reaohi-d the hi|)s. 
We hiiri'itsi into lino of battle in 
night of tho rel>el pickets, au<i ad- 
vanced ou them about one-fourth of 
a mile. The Johnniea made the bul- 
lets sing over our heads as they fell 
Iwck from our skirmish line, who 
gave them back a sharp fire. Dur- 
ing this ui»ii*-u\ ei the firing nn tbe 
extreme ri^jhl had increrts«Hl lo a 
heavy battle. The constant roar of 
artillery and oniiuoiis cra.shiug rattle 
of auiall arms, told us plainly that 
the rebels were making a desperate 
attempt to turn our right wing. We 
were ordered lo fall baok imd re- 
craaa Ihe river. Th^ Third Brigade, 
hMiading tbe Bighlh, formed a re 
aerve line of battle near the ford, 
while tho romaiudor of the division 
waa onieriHl on lu support the right, 
which waa now evidently Ix-ing 
pushed lutck by the oontbintHi force 
of throe reU'l c»)rj)e — McCoun's, Che- 
athsm's, and Clailaorne'a. Johiuion's 
command had Irsl given way. The 
exnilani rebela, partially intoxicated 
on whisky and gunpowder, followed 
up. Davis' division waa next com 
|>(>lled to fall t>ack. This left Sheri 
dan's right ex|)OHed, which the rebels 
soon took advanta^> of. After stand- 
ing the ahook of the now furiooi loa 
for some time, Ihey iu turn were 
hurled back toward the center, where 
old "Lkm-Hsarl" Thomaa was riding 
back and forth in from of hie ataidy 
horoea, eneouraaing Ibem. All the 
araihible foroe that oould be taken 
the loft waa concenlralsd here 
^Couiaiiat gu XUixA raia.1

bi'othern wlio whIUihI and talkinl and 
enjoyed eipial favor with IJixl the 
Father. l)ur story coui>tiih itHelf 
with but lhr»««* of thette brothers 
the Karen, who was the eldeHt, the 
Bunaan, next in age, and the yuuug 
aak, who waa the while brother. 

•Kkw day Ood the Father determin- 
ed to maha a Journey aad take one 
of these brothers with him. Ha first 
invitiHl the KnkeB brbther, the weal- 
thy nieinl>er of the family, but the 
Knreu hmi u lar^e garden, and it 
wiw the fruit giitheriii)^ seiiMon, so he 
anked to lj«> excused, but h" eoiitrili 
ted for the journey a raiuisual made 
of a banana leaf fashioned in the sbaiie 
of a boat. Thia the Father aooepted 
and tbaa aahad the Baraaw brother, 
but the Burman was hnsy leaping 
his crop of rioe, ao he alao eiaaaea 
hiutmlr, but gave the Father a H(xx>n 
as hia share in the preparalbn for 
journey. 80 00 down, eaah of the 
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seven brothers offered 
awl gave some offering which the 
Father aooepted until the youngest, 
the white brother wsa reached. The 
white brother was very poor and 
aaid he had nothbig to give, but if 
the Father wished 7t he waa ready to 
go with him on the jonrney; and the 
two m-t out. Whei; they reached the 
H»'a. the Fiither, fiml, plac-ed ihe lia 
nana leaf rainuHtt 111 the water and 
it l>ecHiiie a large boat. The himmhi 
Itucanie a paddle; and thene two em- 
barked on the Journey. 

"After a long time, the white 
facolher ratumad akwe but with a 
pieaeat horn Father Ood lo eaeh of 
the brothera. For the white brother 
there wh« a leather Ixvik which eon 
taine<i the wcrets of all nieehiiiiieal 
arts and iii\ entii iii><; fur the Itiiniian 
brother a iialiii l>3uf IxxA oontaiuiug 
the legHntis which form the baaia of 
the Buddhist religion, and for the 
Karen there was the Qreat White 
Buok. Now, thn white brother was 
very olaver and 00 the retam Journey 
he read all the booka. Mis own 
leather hook he memorized; the palm 
leaf IxMik he net Hside aa worthl*>HN, 
but the (ireat W hite IVx)k he rea<l 
and |iondere<l, itml finally reaehe<l 
the eoneliision that it was much too 
pKMt fur the wealth-greedy Karen, 
who had eeteemed hia ganfen above 
the reipiesta of the Father, he de- 
termined to keep thia Great White 
Booh for hioMelf and give hia own 
leather book to the Karen. Having 
already memorized its contents, he 
had 111! further use for it. After do 
liverii!^' llie |ia!iii leaf Ixiok to the 
Kurinaii bnitlier he went to the Kar- 
en and fiiiiiid liiin as usual, hard at 
work ill Ills garden. He chIUhI out 
to him and told hiut that Father 
God had sent him the preaent of a 
book. The Karen brother called 
baek thet he waa too baay to Uke H 
now but to lay it on the stump at 
the en<l of the garden and he would 
take it on the way home at night. 
So the white brother left the leather 
Ixiok on the Htiiiiip and departe<l. 

When the Karen went home that 
night he forgot the Ixxik. In fact, 
he forgot it for two or three days 
bdt at length Us iMaetkm waa called 
to the fact that white eats had eelsB 
the stump and that pip and ASA- 
ena were atandlag aboat thia ant hill 
devouring the laat bits of the leather 
Ik.k 

The Karen brnthei then rejH-nted 
of liis careleNHiieHs and indilTerenee 
and wished to reestablish couiiiiimi- 
catioo with the Father, but ull iu 
vain. Pip and ehickena had eaten 
thia hMt tohae of Ood'a favor. Theae 
aaissals wsrs^ lo his nUad, the only 
bood batwuaa hfas ead the Father, 
God, ao to thia day the hsathsa Kar- 
en offera piga and ehickena in sacri- 

flif. But the legend gii»'« on tu pli) 
pht<cy: ()u«' of thew days the white 
brother will renieniU-r that I'.itliei 
God inteuiUxl the Great White HiKik 
fur the Karen brother. He will oome 
from the weal, briagiag the Qreat 
Whita Book with hfta aad he will 
tee ch the Ksrsa brother how to wor 
ship the true Ood.

to reinforce the center, oar little bri 
gade being all that waa left to watch 
the left wing. Theae were terrible 

momenta. The horrible speetaele of 

our comrades fleeing In-fore the 
enemy, a eontiiiuous stream of stret- 
chtTs. l>eariii^ bleeiling, torn and 
maugle«l iMHiies, coming Itack through 
our ranks, made our hearts quiver 
with sympathy tor our bleeding oom- 
radea. But riftote r sa t s were centered 
juat then la the right center, and our 
Imys chafed at being compelled to 
stand inactive and witness the fight 
and niint^ry. The enemy, in heavy 
iH>iiiiiins. emerged fnun the e^nlars, 
exulting in the Ix'lief that vict<}ry 
was theirs. The long, long line of 
blue oottts was still. The word of 
oommaud was ut last given. A daz- 
sling ahaal of flame burst from the 
blae raaka, which riddled the thick 
maaa of the enemy. This was quick 
ly followed by the roar of onr artil 
lery, shaking the earth and crushing 
into fragments whole ret,'iiiientn of 
grey-Lviata.
